are distinct. For example, the process of invention I requires the reciprocating motion of 
a piston, a step that is completely unrelated to any step in the Group II process. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
